History 


Maybe a lot of our readers are 
like some frends of ours who, dur- 
ing a recent discussion, were 
equally divided on one point. 

One preferred Bourbon and the 
other, Rye. But, neither knew how 
these two American whiskies got 
their start——-Bourbon in the South 
and Rye in Pennsylvania and 
Marvland. 

When the first settlers came to 
Virginia they were initiated into 
the use of a new food product 
maize. Maize, or corn, was grown 
by the Indians as a provender crop 
in the neighborhood of the first 
Virginia colonies.

Later on, in the days of Daniel 
Boone and Henderson, when the 
restiess Virginians went west- 
ward across the mountains to seek 
new homes, in what is now known 
es Kentucky, they took corn with 
them and continued their early 
Virginia practices. ‘Then Bourbon 
County in Kentucky was born, 
and it became famous for its dis- 
tileries. The whiskey, made from 
corn, became known as Bourbon 
whiskey. It is still famous. 

Pennsylvania became a favorite 
territory for early German imm- 

ants. Rye was their favorite 

read. So, when they came to the 
new world, they brought rye with 
them. It was planted and milled, 
like corn in Virginia, and the sur- 
plus was made into whiskey. 

Maryland, too, became a pro- 
ducer of this type of alcoholic 
beverage, and then followed a 
preference for rye in the central 
and northeastern colonies. 

Corn made the trek westward 
with the Virginians, and it became 
a staple food crop throughout the 
South and Southwest and far West. 
These became known as Bourbon 
territories. 

But, during the past few vears, 
great progress has been made in the 
field of blended whiskies. Many of 
these whiskies have no definite Rye 
or Bourbon charactenstics, and 
yet are very pular with those 
who have preferred Rye or Bour- 
boh.

The Dan- 
iels case was dropped after the 
White House aide, with President 
Roosevelt’s approval, answered 
committee questions yesterday on 
his efforts to persuade Slattery to 
resign. Previously he had de- 
clined to talk about matters which 
he said concerned his confidential 
relations with the chief executive. 


Before taking action to drop 
contempt proceedings, the sub- 
committee got into the record a 
statement from Daniels, that he 
saw “no effort on the part of this 
committee to embarrass the Presi- 
dent.” Daniels, on the stand again 
today, gave that answer to a ques- 
tion from Carroll Beedy, commit- 
tee counsel, 

Senator Gillette, Democrat, 
Iowa, said after an executive

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Fires, Firemen and War 

If your house catches fire and the fire department is slow 
getting there, slow to act, and does the wrong thing when it does 
act—the fault may be your own. 

Atlanta is in a desperate condition with regard to her fire 
department personnel. The armed services are claiming too many 
of them. 

It is perfectly true that if a large fire were to break out in a 
downtown business block, it would be combatted with difficulty. 
It already is necessary to send two pumpers to each fire so that 
enough experienced men may be on hand to handle the emer- 
gency. Six men usually go with each pumper. Today they try to 
get four. 

The normal! fire department strength is 347 men. That is too 
small for a city this size. Today we haven’t that many. 


The firemen, 223 of them who are under 38, feel that the 
people of Atlanta think they ought to be in the Army. They have 
been told by Selective Service they are needed. National head- 
quarters has said firemen should be deferred. Their job is a war- 
time job. : 

But, the other day a city politician made an unfortunate and 
thoughtless statement, saying he thought deferments should be 
abolished. This brought on a small amount of criticism. The men 
are volunteering. Atlanta is in danger. 

The physical standards for the fire department are as high 
as those of the Army. Not many men qualify. The jobs now open 
are for the duration only since the veterans get them back after 
the war. It is almost impossible to get men. 

Fire fighting requires a highly specialized training to handle 
the tremendous pressures so as not to kill men with the hose, 
to man the ladders, and to climb them handling hose lines. 


Atlanta cannot afford to let its firemen think they are not 
doing a war job protecting the city and the many war plants in 
the city. The commanding officer at Conley reports the Atlanta 
department literally saved millions of dollars in damage by their 
work at the recent fire at Conley. 

City council must act. Public opinion must support them. 

The firemen are doing a wartime job.

The Mercernary Turk 

According to report from Cairo, Turkey has raised the ante 
in her game of diplomatic war poker. Further reports indicate the 
Turks have been guilty of an error which an old poker player 
would never make—they over-raised with the result opponents 
refused to meet the bet. 

Almost since the opening days of the war in Europe there have 
been speculations as to the role to be played by Turkey. She 
had a treaty with Britain calling for mutual support in case 
either country was attacked. But, on the plea of lack of equipment, 
she began to bargain, asking that the Allies deliver large quantities 
of guns and tanks and other war materiel, before she entered the 
conflict. Now, although the changing war situation has drastically 
lessened danger of German invasion of Turkey, under any circum- 
stances, the Turks have raised their demands for so vast a volume 
of materials that the Allies are reported to have given up in 
disgust. 

It is probably as well. Despite the high reputation of the Turk 
as a fighting man, it is probable that any Army fighting on so 
mercenary a basis would prove but small help to the Allied cause. 

Certainly it would appear far wiser to use the weapons either 
in Italy or in strengthening our coming invasion from the west, 
to say nothing of the great quantities of shipping which would, 
perforce, be tied up if we attempted to deliver the goods Turkey 
demands as price for her entry into the war.

26 Miles, 385 Yards, 
‘Going To Run All Night 


I dropped in at the Georgia Tech athletic 
office one afternoon 12 years ago and stood 
watching. Mr. William Alexander and his aides 
were filling a heavy pair of woolen socks with 
grease, heavy and thick as axle grease. 

A rather slight young man sat on a chair watching. 

They handed him the first sock and he pulled it on slowly, the 
foot sliding in and the grease puffing out around the top. He 
_etag on the second one and then worked his feet into his running 
snoes. 

Mr. Alexander answered my querying look. 

“No one around here,” he said, “has ever run a full marathon 
distance. Ray here.thinks he can and so do I. We are going to 
have a try.” 

I looked at Ray Miller, whom I knew as a distance man and 
a cross-country runner. The distance men all look as if they are 
about to fall apart. I couldn’t quite connect him with the full 
distance, 26 miles, 385 yards seeming a little fantastic. 

The course was laid out from Georgia Tech out to the water- 
works and back again. I forget how many times he was to repeat 
this trip but I recall it finished on the cinders of Tech’s track so 
as to get in the exact 385 yards. 

We all piled into an automobile and someone, I think it was 
Track Coach George Griffin, called out, “Get ready, go!” 

Miller started off at a good clip and we followed in the car, 
throttled down as much as it could throttle. 

I recall that many persons stopped to stare at us, properly so. 
There was the slight figure running (not jogging) along in track 
clothes and behind him a car filled with men. 


MAN’AND THE WATCH Time passed rather swiftly. Now 

then we would speed up the car 
and someone would get out and hand him a piece of lemon. There 
was no water for him. 

Once he complained of a stitch in his side, but he kept going 
and after a while it was gone. He was running easily then, and 
strongly. 

The run was hard. It puts a terrific pressure on the tendons 
and the muscles at the point where they are bound to the shin. 

We told him the time. He was hoping to do the 26 miles in less 
than three hours. 

So, we followed him and cheered him on as best we could. It 
was odd how much excitement there was in it--the lone runner 
running against the watch in his coach’s hand—running the most 
historic distance in the world commemorating one of the greatest 
victories. 

Pheidippides, who had fought for two days and nights as a 
soldier, had then run from the battlefield of Marathon to Athens 
to cry, “Rejoice, we conquer,” before he collapsed and died. 

So, the modern Olympic games always included the marathon 
run, 26 miles and 385 yards, the measured distance of Pheidippides’ 
run. Some cities hold their own annual marathon. Boston’s is, I 
believe, the most historic. 

I recalled old stories of the Olympics—of the barrel-chested 
South African, McArthur (I think that was his name), who won 
but who could not stop running. Great ropes of. foam came from 
his mouth, spilling down on his chest. He had run so long and at 
such a fixed pace that his mind and his muscles would not admit 
the end had come. “His friends had to go out and pull him down. 
Then there was the Greek who collapsed a few yards from the 
finish and whose friends ran out and carried his unconscious form 
over the finish line. There are many great stories of the run. 

Miller finished in a little more than three hours.’ He was to run 
at Boston and in other races. I don’t know where he is now. Tech 
commemorated his run. One of those three tombstone-looking 
engee in front of the west side of Grant Field tells the story of 

is run. 


WAR STORY I got to thinking about Miller and that April day 

3 12 years ago when I read a story the other 
night—a war story. It was called “Going To Run All Night” and 
it was in Collier’s. 

A battalion was caught in some hills, the enemy all about them. 
Their radio was gone. There was no way to get out a message. 

There was one chance. The colonel in command had heard the 
men talking of a marathon runner in the outfit. He wasn’t much. 
But he had finished seventh once at Boston and he had run in 
many marathons. 

If they could slip him through the lines, which was not diffi- 
cult, he might be able to run along the road in the night. If he 
met no patrol he might get through. 

So, they call the man. He goes. His GI shoes make too much 
noise and so he runs in his sock feet. The distance is 25 or 30 
miles, and he has to make it in about three hours. 

Well—it is a good story. And different. It has a lot to it 
other than the story of the running. 

And it made me think of that April day 12 years ago when I 
saw a man run the marathon distance. 

For all I know Miller may have inspired the story.

x Livery Stable Horse, 
Thunderstorm, Whisky 


Monday night’s rainstorm found me driving 

home, about 6:30, on Ponce de Leon avenue. 

Rain so heavy the windshield wiper could scarce- 

_ly keep vision passable and the whole world, 
seemingly, deep in watery depths of some mysterious sea. 

But lots of you were in like state, so why write about it? How- 

ever, whenever such a rairffall comes jt always reminds me of an 

afternoon in Raleigh, N. C.... 


HIGH-STEPPING BEAST That afternoon, a bright and sun- 

shiny summer day, my old friend 
Hugh Black and I, having no important bantness iat taehenct or 
work to do, decided it would be pleasant to drive out of the city 
and see some of the adjacent countryside. So we went for a con- 
veyance. Not, my young friends, to a garage, not to hire a “You- 
Drive-It.” But to a livery stable. Where, for suitable fee, the boss 
instructed one of his hired hands to hitch up a particularly spirited 
horse to a particularly snappy model in the buggy line. 

So, with one of us holding reins and whip and the other seated 
beside him, we drove the skittish and nervous animal a few miles 
out in the country. 

And, as distance Went in those days of equine locomotion, we 
were a long way from town, and shelter, when a sudden thunder- 
storm blew up, the heavens opened and what seemed like all the 
water in the universe descended upon us. We verily thought, for 
a while, the dam had busted! 


COUNTRY STORE Thunder was rolling as though the Old 

Men of the Mountain were bowling in 
the next alley. The air was filled with lightning and we could see 
sheets of the electrical display quivering all around us. 

That horse went crazy. It tore the arms out of socket, almost. 
to keep her from bolting as we jounced and slid along the dirt road 
which had turned into the bed of a foot-deep torrent. There wasn’t 
a house, nor a barn, nary a shed near and we just had to take it. 

We finally came to a crossroads country store. One of those old 
places that hadn’t had a coat of paint in 20 years, with a front stoop 
not over two feet wide and a roof of corresponding overhang. 

We were afraid to tie the rein to a post for fear the half wild 
animal could snap it and get away. So, while one of us tried to 
get a little warmer, inside the store, the other stood outside, holdin 
the horse by the reins ina hand. And the sheet lightning all aroun 
would send electric shocks through the horse, conducted I suppose 
by the wet hair of its hide, and the shocks would travel down the 
wet reins into your own arms and body. And you and the horse 
would quiver and cringe and the horse would rear and try to get 
away and you would struggle with it. (If it had been your own 
animal you’d have been tempted to let it go, but were afraid to 
face the livery stable keeper without his most valued horse and 
rig.) 

Then the storm went, as suddenly as it had come, and we drove 
back to town and to the stable and turned in our equippage,. and 
then, soaked to the skin, and further, bedraggled and tired and 
chilled, walked to the house where we had rooms and where we 
ate our meals. 

Took hot baths and changed clothes and, on recommendation of 
an amateur doctor in the house, got out the bottle of Three Feath- 
ers we always kept on hand for such medicinal emergencies and 
poured substantial doses into drinking glasses and down them, to 
keep away influenza or pneumonia germs, 

NO AUTHORITY And the stuff in the bottle—a new bottle, 

which we opened for the first time that 
afternoon—tasted like whisky but had as much potency as so much 
flavored water. It touched the gullet with absolutely no authority 
whatsoever. 

And so we took other hefty drinks and still the effect was 
missing. 

Then we went down to supper at the table which was surrounded 
with highly respectable citizens, many of them members of the 
local chapter of the strictest temperance society of the period. And 
our neighbors spoke to us, kindly but insistently, upon the evils of 
strong drink, having smelled our breath. 

And still we felt no effects of alcohol. Nor did we, that night 
or the next day. 

I once had a pseudo scientist try to explain to me why that 
whisky did not affect us. He said it had something to do with 
influence of the electricity which had entered our systems from the 
lightning and its effect upon the nervous system, the glandular 
reflexes and the relationship of the digestive system to the brain. 
But I could never understand it. 

I have lived through hundreds of severe thunder and rainstorms, 
as have we all. 

But the one I shall always remember, with complete and vivid 
detail, was the one near Raleigh, N. C., that summer day we had 
gone driving in a high-wheeled buggy with the livery stable’s snap- 
piest piece of horseflesh between the shafts.

Dynamite 

The situation in I[taly is full of 
dynamite. The American public is 
in a state of mental confusion 
concerning the political aspects of 
the war. And if the President had 
determined to explode more dyna- 
mite and confound confusions he 
could hardly have chosen a better 
way to do it than to announce in 
an offhand manner at a press con- 
ference, and without further com- 
ment, that a third of the Italian 
fleet is to be turned over to the 
Russians. 

The announcement has precipi- 


tated a government crisis in Italy. 
Since the King-Badoglio govern- 
ment was supported by Mr. 
Churchill in his speech before the 
house of commons only two weeks 


ago, it is hardly to be expected 
that the President desired to cre- | 
ate such a crisis. In Britain naval | 
experts are not concealing their | 
apprehensions that this indicates | 
a plan to establish the Soviet Un- | 
ion as a sea power. | 

For the Italians it is not only | 
a Russian question, but a question 
of the Italian future. Maly has 
been accepted in the war as a Co- 
belligerent. The permanent loss of 
the fleet, coupled with Mr. 
Churchill’s previous statement 
that the Italian empire is “irre- 
trievably lost” makes one wonder 
just what the cobelligerents are

ian fleet, the Jugoslavs could con- 


establish an adequate ferry sys- 
tem between southern Italy and 
Jugoslavia. 

What is true for Jugoslavia is 
true for Greece, where, according 
to announcements aé_reconcilia- 
tion has been reached between the 
Monarchist and the Republican 
guerrilla forces.. But apparently 
the Republican forces have been 
compelled to capitulate because 
supplies have gone exclusively to 
the Monarchist groups. If the 
Russians could deliver food to the

assist a country in truly desperate 
straits. 

None of this explanation may 
be accurate, but it is likely that 
the Soviets want a more active 
war in the Balkans.

FDR Action On Soldier 
Vote Bill Significant | 


WASHINGTON, March 8.President Roose- 
velt may throw further light on his reported 
plans for making an fesue of congress in the 

oe coming campaign by the action he takes on the 
new soldier voting bill, which he will be called upon to approve or 
reject in the next few days. 

Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg, Republican, of Michigan, was 
the first to attribute such plans to the President. He professed to 
see evidence of that intent in Mr. Roosevelt’s veto of the subsidy 
repeal bill and his denunciation of the original soldier vote bill 
as a “fraud.” 

Subsequently Senator Walter F. George, Georgia chairman of 
the Senate Finance Committee, made a similar interpretation of the 
President’s veto of the tax bill. 

Three stinging White House rebukes of congress within a short 
time strongly suggested the idea that Mr. Roosevelt had in mind 
running for a fourth term on a platform which would make con- 
gressional support of the administration the leading domestic issue 
of the campaign. 

In view of the conciliatory note sent Senator Barkley, however, 
after his resignation as majority leader, there was a tendency to 
feel that Mr. Roosevelt was backing away from such a scheme. The 
point was made that an issue of the kind would cut too deeply 
across democratic lines. 

Whether or not this is true, we may have an opportunity to see 
in the manner the President handles the soldier voting bill, Con- 
gress is expected to complete action on the measure late this week, 


Already the President has seemed to prescribe the test by which 
the measure will be judged. It is whether or not more soldiers 
and sailors will be given an opportunity to vote under it than under 
existing law, passed by congress in September, 1942, preliminary to 
the congressional elections of that year. 


GREEN, HATCH UNIMPRESSED In anticipating the Presi- 

dent’s action it may be 
significant to recall that two of the senate conferees on the bill, 
Senator Green, of Rhode Island, and Senator Hatch, of New Mex- 
ico, both Democrats, have publicly claimed that more servicemen 
will be able to vote under the present law than the proposed new 
act, which they have severely condemned as inadequate. 


It is logical to assume that their opinion will carry great weight 
with the chief executive, and hence the chances would seem to 
favor a veto. 

If Mr. Roosevelt wanted to be conciliatory, he could go on and 
accept the bill while administering a mild rebuke to congress for 
its failure to provide greater facilities for extending servicernen 
the ballot. He could have done the same thing in connection with 
the tax bill. Hf he again denounces the bill as a fraud, that may 
be a pretty solid indication of what his canipaign plans are. 

That the bill is a fraud and a deception no one can very well 
deny. It is not much of an improvement on the original “states” 
rights” bill passed earlier by the house and denounced by the 
President at the time. 

Under its provisions soldiers and sailors abroad can vote a 
simple federal ballot onby if they have applied before September 1 
for a state ballot and failed to receive one by October 1. Even then 
they will not be able to vote unless they have sent in an applica- 
tion for a state ballot. 

No soldier stationed in the United States would be allowed to 
vote a simple federal ballot. Whether or not they voted would be 
determined entirely by the absentee ballot laws of the various 
states. Another adverse factor is that whereas the 1942 act waived 
registration and the poll tax as prerequisities to voting, the present 
bill leaves this phase of the matter entirely up to the individual 
states. 


JUST RED TAPE After months of deliberation, this is all 

congress has been able to provide in the 
way of a simple ballot for our fighting men. Nothing but red tape 
and harassment. It is about on a par with the complicated tn- 
come tax returns all of us are having to file this month. Obviously 
few servicemen are going to get interested enough in the election 
to write in for state ballots by September 1. And, under the present 
bill, if they haven’t written in by then, they aren’t eligible to vote. 


The whole measure was conceived by Republican fears that the 
bulk of the servicemen’s vote will go to President Roosevelt. It has 
commanded the all but solid support of Republican members of 
congress. Republicans and southern “states’ rights” Democrats were 
able to put it through by combining their forces. 

Mr. Roosevelt will have this factor in his favor if he chooses to 
make an issue of the situation. It will not be like the tax bill, 
which commanded Democratic and Republican support generally. 
Moreover, the senate majority leader, Senator Barkley, is very 
much on the President’s side in the present controversy. There is 
no possibility of a repetition of what took place over the revenue 
bill veto. | 

What the President does with the bill may or may not be indica- 
tive of his campaign plans. It will be significant at least.

Warsaw's Sharecroppers 
Hardly Ever Move 


WARSAW.—Every first Sunday, when the Rev. 

Allen A. Phillips leans his 280 pounds against the 

pulpit of the Warsaw Methodist church and looks 

down into the faces of his congregation, he knows 

that one of the old ingrained beliefs of the leaders of his church is 


Mot true 

That belief is simply this—that 
you cannot have a sound and go- 
ing church in a community whose 
citizens are predominantly tenant 
farmers. 

The Rev. Mr. Phillips has been 
the shepherd of many flocks, in 
widely scattered parts of the state, 
since his days as a theological stu- 
dent at Rhinehart and Emory, and 
he himself at one time held the 
view that the rural church with 
a tenant membership was destined 
to be a poor church and a weak 
church. 

Then he moved into the War- 
saw community and found a 
strange thing. He found a church 
with a membership on the rolls 
of 100 to 120, more than half of 
whom were in their pews every 
first Sunday. He found a church 
in neat repair, well-pairmted inside 
and out, with stained glass win- 
dows. He found a congregation 
that paid its obligations regularly, 
every quarter, and who not only 
gave lip service to the Lord, but 
served him in their daily lives as 
well. 

He does not take credit for this, 
though he endeavors to give them 
a good strong gospel that will 
mean something to them, and 
though he visits around among 
them and knows them all. 

He gives the credit to some- 
thing which he believes to be 
unique in Georgia—a relationship 
between land owner and tenant 
which has worked out so well on 
e basis of mutual neighborliness 
that many a family puts its roots 
down into the soil of the Warsaw 
community and stays on with the 


same man, not for years only, but} 
Guy, and Harrison and B. F. Sum- 
-merour have run things the same 


for generations. 
NO “ARRANGEMENTS” 

From year to year Warsaw own- 
ers and tenants make no formal 
“srrangements.” The tenant goes 
about getting ready for a crop just 
as if the land was his own. He 
treats the property like it was his 
own, keeping the fences and ter- 
races up, and doing what little 
repairs need doing on the dwell- 
ing houses just as if he was going 
to live there all his life, and his 
sons after him, which is in fact, 
what has often happened. 

The Warsaw community lies in 
what was old Milton county. It 
stretches along the Chattahoochee 
river for five or six miles, from 
Medlock’s bridge to Gray’s cross 
roads. and it includes the Med- 
lock land, the Summerour, Mc- 
“lure. Parsons, Taylor and Find- 
ley farms, ranging in size from 
1.000 to 1,500 acres apiece, with 


from 10 to 25 tenant families on | 


each farm. 
The tradition of treating a ten- 
ant farmer with fairness and with 
respect is deep-rooted in the com- 
munity. It goes back 50 years 
and more, to Oliver Medlock, and 
to Ben Findley and J. H. Mc- 
Clure and Homer Summerour and 
Hiram and “Mr. T.” Taylor and 
to C. W. Summerour. It goes 
back to the time when Calvin 
Parsons, the last of the oldtimers, 
was just starting to build his 100- 
acre place into the 1,180 acres he 
now owns. 

Ben Findley and Hiram Taylor 
were the first big land owners in 


this part of Georgia to start pay-| ..,

ing a tenant farmer in cash for 
his extra work, instead of giving 
him an “order” on a commissary 
where prices were about a third 
higher than the market. When, 
years ago the Forsyth county 
folks were driving the Negro 
farmers out, they tried to drive 
out some that lived on the coun- 
ty line, on Ben Findley’s land. 
He told them what they did in 
their community was their busi- 
ness, but the man that molested 


to help each other. I am in my 
80th year. I started farming more 
than 50 years ago. I have gone flat 
busted a dozen times. When times 
were bad for me they were just 
as bad for people on my place. We 
had to stand by each other, to see 
each other through.” 


Max Waits farmed with Calvin 
Parsons through these good times 
and bad, raising a family of 12 
children on the Parsons place. 


“I would get up in the dead 
hours of midnight to accommodate 
him,” said Max Waits. “And I 
know he would do’ the same for 
me.” 


That's the way other tenants 
feel about the Findleys and the 
Summerours and David Medlock, 
and Mrs. McClure, and Hiram 
Taylor. That’s why, though the 
impact of high wages is being 
felt in Warsaw, and some tenant 
houses stand empty, there are 
fewer of them than in nearly any 
other community you could name. 


DIDN’T CHEAT 

A man in the Warsaw commu- 
nity in the old days just didn’t 
mistreat his sharecroppers. He 
didn’t cheat them at settling time 
and charge them two prices for 
their supplies just because they 
had to buy on time. He furnished 
them snug houses to stay in, and 
sound stock to work, and good 
equipment. He saw to it that their 
children got the schooling they 
needed, and that they had a 
church of their faith to go to, and 
that they had medical attention 


‘when they were sick. Dave Med- 


lock and the Findley boys, Lee and 


way since their daddies died. And 
Calvin Parsons and Hiram Taylor, 
the old-timers, still run things that 
way. 


All this may sound a little 
strange to a man who does not 
know that too often the story of 
sharecropping in Georgia has been 
a story of niggardliness and down- 
right cheating and swindling on

ness and wastefulness and destruc- 


tion on the part of a tenant who 
didn’t care whether he burned the 


weather-boarding of his house for 
firewood or not, since he was go- 
ing to move next year anyhow. 
Max Waits farmed for Calvin 
Parsons 45 years. Wally and Tom 
Long have been there since 1922. 
Henry Helton has been with the 
Findleys 40 years, and two Negro 
families, the Burses and the 


_Stricklands, came there about the 
same time. Mrs. S. E, Johnson and 


her son, Cleo, have been with Da- 
vid Medlock more than 15 years 
and on the McClure and the Sum- 
merour and the Taylor farms 
there are grown merf sharecrop- 
ping who never have lived any- 
where else. i 

This is an unusual thing in 
Georgia where normally a share- 
cropper moves so much his chick- 
ens lie down to have their feet 
tied every time the wagon is 
hitched up.

The Warsaw landowners and 
their tenants have come through 
some rough times together. They 
came through the terrible drouth 
years of the middle twenties, and 
what one tenant called the “com- 
pression” of the thirties. They 
have all been flat broke together. 
But they stuck together. The 
WPA drew mighty few folks off 
of Warsaw farms. They stayed 
with the man who had stuck by 
them. 

This mutual loyalty didn’t come 
about by accident. It came about 
by mutual dealing and mutual re- 
spect. Calvin Parsons addresses his 
tenants as “Mr. Waits” and “Mr. 
Cook” and “Mr. Tribble.” 

“I think of the people who live 
with me as friends and neighbors,” 
he says. “And all my life I have 
treated them that way. 

“Farming is a great gamble. 
There is no sureness in it, and no 
certainty. The man who owns the 
land and the man who works it 
are alike at the mercy of the sea- 
sons, which they can’t control, and 
of the market, which they can’t 
control.

Bomber 
Gunners Live On 


Borrowed Time 


IN ITALY, March 8.—(By Wire- 
less)—-Most of my time with the 
47th Group of A-20 Boston light 
bombers has been spent with the 
gunners, All the gunners are ser. 
geants. Each plane carries two. 
They ride in the rear compart- 
ment of the plane. 

The top gunner sits in a glass- 
inclosed bubble rising, above the 
fuselage. The bottom gunner sits 
on the floor during take-off, and 
after they’re in the air he opens 
a trap door, and swivels his ma- 
chinegun down into the open hole. 


Due to the nature of fheir mis- 
sions and to the inferiority of 
German fighter strength in Italy 
the A-20 gunners seldom have a 
battle in the air. Their main wor- 
ry is flak, and that’s plenty to 
worry about. 

The gunners live in pyramidal 
tents, four and five to a tent. 
Some of their tents are fixed up 
inside even nicer than the offi- 
cers’. Others are bare. 


NO FAVORITISM 

The gunners have to stand in 
chow line the same as other gsol- 
diers, and eat out of mess kits. 
Now and then they even have to 
go on clean-up detail and help 
pick up trash throughout their 
area. They must keep their own 
tents clean, and stand frequent in- 
spection. 

I found them a high-class .and 
sincere bunch of boys. Those who 
really love to fly in combat are 
the exceptions. Most of them 
take it in workaday fashion, but 
they keep a fanatical count on 
the number of missions flown, 
each one of which takes them a 


little nearer to the final goal—the 


end of their tour of duty. 

Ordinarily a gunner goes on 
only one mission a day, but with 
the increased air activity of late 
they sometimes go both morning 
and afternoon, day after day. 
There are boys here who arrived 
only in December and are already 
almost finished with their mis- 
sions, whereas it used to take six 
months and more to run up the 
allotted total. 


LIFE INFORMAL 

Life in the combat air forces is 
fairly informal. In several days 
on this field I’ve seen only one 
salute. But that’s all right, for 
the Air Forces don’t need the same 
type of discipline that less special- 
ized branches require. 

The enlisted gunners and the 
commissioned pilots work so close- 
ly together that they feel them- 
selves in the same boat. 

Gunners don’t like braggarts, 
either among commissioned offi- 
cers or their own fellows. After 
I got to know them they told me 
of some of their own number who 
talked too big, and of some with 
the bad judgment to tell “whop- 
pers” even to their gunners. 

One night I sat in their tent 
with five gunners for about three 
hours. After I had been with 
them some time, their natural re- 
serve in front of a stranger had 
worn off, and we talked and 
talked about everything under the 
sun, but mostly about what men 
think and feel who are caught in 
the endless meshing of the war 
machine. 

EXPERIENCES 

One by one they told me of the 
experiences they had been 
through. Every man in the tent 
was living on borrowed time. 
Every one had stayed alive at 
least once only by a seeming mi- 
racle. Several had been badly 
wounded, but were back in action 
again. 

When I started to leave, they 
said apologetically. “We're kind of 
ashamed. Here we've been doing 
all the talking, when actually we 
waftted to hear your experiences.” 

And I tried to say, “People like 
you saying things like that! Just 
one of your ordinary missions is 
more than everything I’ve seen 
put together.” 

And they said, “Well, anyhow, 
you don’t know how much we 
appreciate your coming and 
talking with us. We don’t ‘get to 
talk to anyone outside very often. 
It has meant a lot.” 

And as I followed the twisting 
path by flashlight back to my own 
tent among the grapevines, I 
couldn’t help but feel humble and 
inconsequential before these boys 
who are afraid yet brave, who 
yearn for something or somebody 
to anchor to, who are so sincere 
they even want to listen to the 
talk of a mere spectator at war.

No Gain If He Dies 
To Kill An Enemy 


A lumberman in the state of 
Washington drove himself hard in 
hope of retiring or at least getting 
a long vacation before he was too 
old to enjoy big game hunfing in 
the Orient. 

His ambition was realized. He 
was still strong and fit when he 
reached Burma and made plans 
for his first tiger hunt. 

Jungle-wise natives built a plat- 
form in a tree, 30 feet from the 
ground, and left him perched 
safely there, with a goat tethered 
in a clearing 20 yards away for 
bait. 

Some time in the night he heard 
a slight sound of movement and 
turned on his flashlight. A ti- 
ger stood near the goat. He 
aimed and fired quickly, and then 


| the darkness was utterly silent. 


He was sure he had hit the tiger, 
but the flashlight revealed no trace 
of it. He waited, and grew impa- 
tient. At last he climbed down 
to investigate. 

What the natives found next 
morning told the story in detail. 
The tiger had outsmarted and out- 
waited the man. 

A recent story from the South 
Seas told how another brave man 
sacrificed himself to another kind 
of beast. He was leading his 
company to the crest of a little 
hil—walking erect, contemptuous 
of danger, though several of the 
men pleaded with him to take cov- 
er. His head was the first to rise 
above the hilltop, and a sniper’s 
mullet struck him in the forehead. 

He was brave—incredibly, gal- 
lantly brave—but he wasn’t a sol- 
dier. In effect, he injured his 
country, for he needlessly sacri-
